Into the Millennium — The First Decade 

It has been a decade since this group of friends and acquaintances gathered at midnight on the courthouse square in 
West Liberty to greet the millennium — a moment in time, captured on film as the clock on the old courthouse bell tower 
knelled the close of the twentieth century. Much has changed in the ensuing ten years of the twenty-first century, not only 
worldwide, but nationwide and locally, as well, including two divisive and polarizing national elections, the terror of 9-1 1 , 
war in Iraq and Afghanistan — the first true tests of the nation’s decision to trust its security to an all-volunteer professional 
military, a debilitating worldwide recession that has put millions out of work, the election of Barack Obama — the nation’s 
first black president — ushering in a pendulum swing to the left in Congress along with growing national unease and 
uncertainty about the future. At home, the recession, coupled with the past excesses and irresponsibility of a feckless 
legislature, has drained the state’s coffers, leaving county government to fend for itself to provide local services, despite 
the fact that the state court system is set to begin work on an elaborate $18 million judicial center in downtown West 
Liberty to replace the old courthouse (above). Still, as the face of West Liberty changes, there is much to be thankful for. 
While money is tight, most of those with jobs here remain largely insulated from the fear of job loss and though worried, 
local businesses seem prepared to continue to tighten their belts and forge ahead, determined to weather the storm.

Home Heat 
Crisis Aid 
Pgm. starts 
January 4 

The Gateway Community Ac- 
tion Agency will begin the “Cri- 
sis” portion of the Low-Income 
Home Energy Assistance Pro- 
gram (LIHEAP) that assists 
households in a heating crisis on 
January 4, 2010. 

The deepening of cold winter 
weather combined with rising 
utility costs leaves many house- 
holds unable to fully meet heat- 
ing bills or purchase sufficient 
bulk fuel to keep their families 
safe and warm. Your local Com- 
munity Action Partnership (CAP) 
stands ready to help! 

A household will be consid- 
ered to be in a home heating cri- 
sis situation when the household 
meets the basic LIHEAP eligibil- 
ity criteria, cannot afford the fuel 
type and: 

VThe household is within four 
(4) days of running out of fuel if 
bulk fuel (coal, fuel oil, kerosene, 
or wood) is the heat source; 

VThe households propane 
tank is under 30% and they are 
at risk of running out; 

VThe household has received 
a past due/disconnect notice if 
natural gas or electric is the heat 
source; or 

The household’s home heat- 
ing costs are included as an 
undesignated portion of the rent, 
and the household has received 
an eviction notice for non-pay- 
ment of rent from the landlord. 

Eor all bulk fuels (wood, coal, 
propane, fuel oil, kerosene) veri- 
fication of a crisis situation may 
be self-declaration by the appli- 
cant. Eor natural gas and elec- 
tric heated households, the appli- 
cant must: 

VPpresent an appropriate dis- 
connect notice from the vendor. 

VHave a combined household 
income, for the calendar month 
prior to the month of application, 
not in excess of 130% of the fed- 
eral poverty level as listed in the 
Income Eligibility Guidelines; 

VLive in Kentucky when the 
application is made and apply in 
the county of residence, provid- 
ing proof of your 911 address; 
and 

VNoI have liquid resources in 
excess of $2,000 or $3,000 if at 
least one person in the household 
is 60 years old or disabled, 
($4,000 if resources are being 
used for living expenses due to 
catastrophic illness).

CAA’s Outreach office will be 
taking applications Monday- Eri- 
day 8:00 a.m.-4:30 p.m. Please 
call your local outreach office 
prior to coming if possible. The 
Morgan County phone number is 
606-743-3133. The Menifee 
County number is 606-768-2369; 

LIHEAP is a statewide initia- 
tive sponsored by Community 
Action Kentucky in partnership 
with the Cabinet for Health and 
Eamily Services (CHES).

Eirst National Bank will ex- 
pand its parking area in 2010 fol- 
lowing the razing of a neighbor- 
ing building on Prestonsburg 
Street that once housed an auto 
parts store and other businesses 
over the years.

Arrest is made 
in 205 robbery 

At about 8:00 p.m. on Mon- 
day, Dec. 21, Kentucky State 
Police Post 8, at Morehead, re- 
ceived a call from Wolfe County 
dispatch that the Kentucky 205 
Pood Mart had been robbed by 
an unarmed subject wearing a 
mask. 

Trooper Nathan Shortridge 
and Trooper Jeff Crase re- 
sponded to the complaint. After 
a brief investigation. Troopers 
Shortridge and Crase found that 
Jackie C. Sharp II, of Hazel 
Green, had been seen at the Pood 
Mart in his vehicle prior to the 
robbery. 

The troopers made contact 
with Mr. Sharp at his residence 
off KY 134, in Morgan County, 
at which time he confessed to 
unlawfully entering the Ky. 205 
Pood Mart, in Wolfe County, and 
taking the money bag, while 
knocking the clerk down. 

Sharp was arrested without 
incident and lodged in the Three 
Porks Regional Detention Cen- 
ter on the charge of robbery in 
the first degree. 

The money was recovered 
and returned to the owner of the 
Pood Mart. The incident remains 
under investigation by Trooper 
Nathan Shortridge.

To increase chances of receiv- 
ing aid, students must file the 
FAFSAbefore March 15. College 
Goal Sunday, which provides free 
help to families applying for col- 
lege financial aid, will take place 
2p.m.

The program be- 
gins promptly at 2 p.m., and most 
sites close at 4 p.m. Each site will 
hold a drawing for a scholarship 
that can be used at any Kentucky 
school. 

At College Goal Sunday, fi- 
nancial aid professionals from 
Kentucky will help students and 
families complete the Free Appli- 
cation for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA). The FAFSAis the form 
students must submit to receive 
federal and state student aid. 

College Goal Sunday is spon- 
sored by the Kentucky Associa- 
tion of Student Financial Aid 
Administrators (KASFAA). It is 
funded by the Lumina Founda- 
tion for Education, the YMCA 
and KnowHow2GoKY.org.

Everything else - pens, pen- 
cils and PAPSA worksheets - will 
be provided.

In the 2008-2009 aca- 
demic year, KHEAA awarded 
nearly $195 million in higher 
education grants and scholarships 
to more than 123,000 students.

Paintsville expected 
to be location for 
pharmacy school 

PAINTSVILLE — Eollowing 
months of behind-the-scenes 
planning, Midway College is ex- 
pected to announce the location 
of a new pharmacy school in 
Paintsville on Jan. 11. 

Billing the announcement as 
“historic,” the college has invited 
numerous community leaders and 
the media to attend the event at 
Johnson Central High School, in- 
cluding U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers, 
who is billed as “a special guest,” 
according to the invitation. 

College officials and commu- 
nity leaders, who say such a fa- 
cility would be a tremendous 
boost to the local economy, re- 
portedly have been discussing 
plans to locate the school in 
Paintsville for several months. 

Owner of six Ky. 
newspapers files 
for bankruptcy 

Heartland Publications LLC, 
publisher of about 20 daily news- 
papers, 30 weeklies and other 
mostly rural publications, “filed 
for Chapter 1 1 bankruptcy protec- 
tion on Dec. 21 after agreeing 
with its major lender on a plan to 
cut the company’s debt load by 
more than half,” The Associated 
Press reports. 

“The company said the news- 
papers — in Georgia, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia — would 
continue operating as usual.” 

Heartland Publications owns 
six Kentucky newspapers, includ- 
ing the Eloyd County Times at 
Prestonsburg, The Hazard Herald, 
The News Democrat & Leader in 
Russellville, The Harlan Daily 
Enterprise, and the Middlesboro 
Daily News.

Should Health Coverage 
Be A Right Or A Privilege? 



Should having health cover- 
age be a right or a privilege? 

That question is at the core of 
the debate going on now 
throughout our country. Presi- 
dent Barack Obama has pro- 
posed changes in the health care 
system that some people see as a 
step toward socialism. The presi- 
dent wants a government-run 
entity that would compete with 
private insurance companies. 
The president’s critics argue that 
private insurers could not com- 
pete, and would ultimately be put 
out of business. 

Of course it’s possible that 
could happen. The reality of the 
present, though, is that too many 
people do not have health insur- 
ance because they cannot afford 
it. 

According to Eamilies USA, 
nearly one out of three people 
(32%) in Kentucky under the age 
of 65 went without health insur- 
ance for all or part of 2007 and 
2008. Most of those (68.7%) are 
members of working families. 

Senator Mitch McConnell (in 
a recent newspaper column) asks 
everyone to “Imagine your 
health care brought to you by the 
same bureaucrats who run the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. 
Unelected, unaccountable boards 
get to decide whether you are 
eligible for surgery, or if you re- 
ceive a life-saving drug.” 



While I shudder to think of 
someone who issues drivers’ li- 
censes deciding whether or not I 
should have surgery, I recognize 
the fact that my medical deci- 
sions are now being made by 
bureaucrats who work for an in- 
surance company, and its main 
goal is to make a profit. 

And while considering what 
Sen. McConnell says, keep in 
mind that three of the top 10 con- 
tributors to his reelection cam- 
paign are health insurance pro- 
viders (Kindred Healthcare, 
Humana, and Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield). 

I’m not saying what the presi- 
dent is proposing is perfect. 
There are many potential pitfalls. 

However, the health care sys- 
tem we have now is not work- 
ing. 

In The World Health Report 
2000, the World Health Organi- 
zation used five performance in- 
dicators to rank the quality of 
health systems in 191 countries. 

The United States was ranked 
37, just behind Costa Rica, and 
just before Slovenia. Erance re- 
ceived the highest ranking, fol- 
lowed mostly by other European 
countries. 

We all have a lot at stake in 
this discussion. We should all 
join in.

School District now operates 
several hundred computers, 
which were donated to the 
schools by Dataseam over the 
past four years. 

Dataseam provides comput- 
ers funded by coal severance tax 
funds to coal county schools to 
support better exposure to tech- 
nology and 21st Century learn- 
ing opportunities.

Application deadline for 
WHIP and EQIP pgm. 
participation is Jan. 29 

After the harvest season, No- 
vember is usually the time we 
celebrate and give thanks. It is 
also time for producers and land- 
owners to consider planning for 
the next growing season. 

Each fiscal year, the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) sets dates for program 
application ranking. Although 
dates may vary from one pro- 
gram to another, landowners may 
sign up at any time for all con- 
servation programs. 

Conservation planning is an 
integral part of the conservation 
process and anyone seeking cost 
share assistance will be provided 
an up-to-date conservation plan 
that includes the practices 
needed to address their resource 
concerns. 

The conservation plan allows 
the landowner to combine farm- 
ing skills with the technology 
tools available from NRCS and 
conservation district staff, to pro- 
vide the best and up-to-date in- 
formation used to apply conser- 



vation practices and make deci- 
sions regarding the natural re- 
sources on the land. 

Anyone can apply for assis- 
tance whether or not they have a 
conservation plan, but the first 
step will be develop a plan that 
meets the particular objectives. 

There are two programs, 
WHIP and EQIP, with an upcom- 
ing cut-off of January 29, 2010, 
for application ranking. The Con- 
servation Stewardship Program 
(CSP) also has an ongoing signup 
period, but a ranking cut-off date 
has not yet been identified for 
CSP 

As in past years, assistance is 
available on crop land, pasture 
land, hay land and forest land. 

If you are interested in partici- 
pating in Farm Bill conservation 
programs, you should sing up as 
soon as possible and request con- 
servation plan. For more informa-

The H. W. Carpenter House 

Built In the 1920s - Torn Down in 1957 

The H.W. Carpenter house, built in the 1920s (pictured above) 
was torn down in 1957. Mr. Carpenter bought the Prestonsburg 
Street property in 1920 and sold it in 1945 to Carrie Adkins, wife 
of Dick Adkins. S.E. Craft bought the property in 1955 from the 
Adkins estate. 



Mountain Auto Parts in 1958 

After S.E. Craft razed the Carpenter house, he built a modern brick front building that housed the 
Mountain Auto Parts store. Over the years, an addition was built onto the original building (pictured 
above) and it has housed various businesses, including a church. 




The Buford and Reva Howard House 

To the east of the H.W. Carpenter house was a small house built 
by Carpenter for his daughter and son-in-law, Reva and Buford 
Howard. The house was later owned by Austin Hill. Craft bought 
this house from Hill at the same time he bought the Carpenter 
property and moved the Hill house to Ruth Avenue, he also built 
another house beside the Hill house. The house n the left (par- 
tially shown) was built by S.E. Craft. These two houses are also 
being razed by first national bank.

The business building being

East Kentucky still 
waiting to become 
a hub for tourism 

Sept. 1 — With the passing of 
Labor Day and Kentucky’s 
mountain foliage beginings to 
turn colorful, Eastern Kentucky 
still wonders when it will be- 
come the tourism hub many in 
the region have long hoped for. 
“While many political leaders 
push tourism as the key to the 
region’s development, others 
caution that such hopes are more 
flights of fancy than realistic 



the past who over the years have 
left their imprint on West Liberty. 

NOTE: H.W. Carpenter, son of 
Joseph Carpenter, operated a gen- 
eral store on Main Street, which 
he bought from D.R. Keeton in 
1921. (Keeton’s original store 
burned in 1 9 1 1 , and he built a new 
building back in 1913.) In 1939, 
Carpenter tore down the old 
building to build a brick building 
that is still being used today. 

Carpenter rented his building 
to Dick Adkins and later sold to 



plans for the future,” writes J.J. 
Snidow for the Institute for Ru- 
ral Journalism and Community 
Issues. “Kentucky’s Appalachian 
coal counties have significantly 
fewer food and accommodations 
establishments — bellwethers of 
a healthy tourism economy — 
and on the average, generate 
about 30 percent less money from 
tourism than the other regions” of 
the state, known for horse farms, 
historic sites and recreational 
lakes.

opment, and notes critics who 
fault the state for not doing 
enough to spur such development. 
Some officials want the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers to al- 
low more development on or near 
the shores of its lakes; others pro- 
mote adventure tourism. And 
though reclaimed strip mines are 
home to a growing elk herd in far 
eastern Kentucky, the skeptics say 
the region’s coal industry remains 
a disincentive for tourists.

KDMC offering 
Free vascular 
screening at W.L. 

A free vascular screening will 
be offered by the King’s Daugh- 
ters Medical Center (KDMC) 
Mobile Health Unit, beginning at 
8:30 a.m. Tuesday, Jan. 26, at 
Advance Auto Parts, 323 Main 
Street, West Liberty. 

KDMC nurse practitioner 
Amy Sieweke will review patient 
results. The screening includes 
lipid panel (fasting required), 
ankle brachial index (ABI), 
blood glucose, and an electrocar- 
diogram (EKG). 

A lipid profile (blood test) 
gives a breakdown of good and 
bad cholesterol levels. ABI is a 
measurement of blood pressure 
at the ankle to check for signs of 
peripheral artery disease. Blood 
glucose screening checks the 
level of sugar in the blood. An 
EKG is a non-invasive test to 
measure electrical activity in the 
heart by attaching electrodes to 
the skin. 

Additional screening guide- 
lines may apply, which help us 
see those most at risk for vascu- 
lar disease. Space is limited and 
appointments are required by 
calling 1.888.

Recent studies show that 
more than 80 million people in 
the United States have one or 
more forms of cardiovascular 
disease.

Quick action by an employee 
of the Kentucky Department of 
Highways Magoffin County 
maintenance garage is being 
credited with saving the life of a 
motorist involved in a traffic 
crash on Saturday night, Dec. 18. 

Chris McCarty dove into the 
cold, rushing water of Burning 
Fork Creek off KY-1888 east of 
Salyersville, near the Magoffin 
County state highway mainte- 
nance garage, to rescue Kermit 
Howes. 

Howes’s pickup truck ran off 
the road and overturned in the 
creek around 8 p.m. Saturday. He 
was ejected from the vehicle and 
was found unconscious, floating 
down the creek. 

Employees at the state high- 
way garage, who were getting 
ready to salt and plow roads and 
remove trees in the aftermath of 
the weekend’s winter storm, 
heard the crash and located the 
spot where the driver ran off the 
road. 

“Chris didn’t hesitate, he 
jumped right in and pulled the 
guy out of the water,” said Paul 
Bailey, superintendent II at the 
Magoffin County garage. “Chris 
saw him floating in the water and 
dived off the bank. He definitely 
saved his life.” 

Once McCarty got Howes to 
the side of the stream, two other 
crew members - Matthew Bailey 
and Stanley Howard - helped get 
him to the top of the bank, along 
with the help of a private citizen. 
Kentucky State Police and mem- 
bers of Magoffin County’s rescue 
squad responded to the scene, and 
Howes was taken to an area hos- 
pital with head injuries.

roads safe for motorists, so we 
already know how important they 
are and how many sacrifices they 
make for the public’s benefit,” 
said Mark A. Westfall, chief dis- 
trict engineer for Highway Dis- 
trict 10, which includes Magoffin 
County.

Hunters reminded 
they must report 
deer they harvest 

LRANKLORT, Ky. - Hunters 
this season already have reported 
taking nearly 70,000 white-tailed 
deer - with most of the harvest 
occurring during the first week 
of Kentucky’s 2009 firearms 
deer hunting season. 

Kentucky’s firearms deer 
season, which opened statewide 
Nov. 14, ends Monday, Nov. 23, 
in Zones 3 and 4, and closes Sun- 
day, Nov. 29, in Zones 1 and 2. 

Conservation officers with 
the Kentucky Department of Lish 
and Wildlife Resources are re- 
minding all successful deer hunt- 
ers to write down their harvest 
information on a hunter harvest 
log as soon as the animal is re- 
covered and before it is moved. 

Blank spaces are provided on 
the back of department-issued 
hunting licenses for hunter log 
information. License exempt 
persons, such as those hunting on 
their own land or those possess- 
ing only a license authorization 
number, may create their own 
harvest log by simply writing on 
a piece of paper their name and 
address, date, species and gen- 
der of animal taken, and county 
of kill. 

All harvested deer must also 
be Telechecked through the toll- 
free, automated phone-in system 
by midnight on the day the ani- 
mal is recovered. Deer and elk 
must be Telechecked before re- 
moving the hide or head, and also 
prior to being transported out of 
Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Lish and Wildlife Resources 
manages, regulates, enforces and 
promotes responsible use of all 
fish and wildlife species, their 
habitats, public wildlife areas 
and waterways for the benefit of 
those resources and for public 
enjoyment. Kentucky Lish and 
Wildlife is an agency of the Tour- 
ism, Arts and Heritage Cabinet.

New crop disaster assistance 
is program implemented 



Producers may begin 
applying for SURE 
Program January 4 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 28, 
- John W. McCauley, Executive 
Director of USDA’s Earm Ser- 
vice Agency in Kentucky, today 
announced that USDA has 
implemented the new Supple- 
mental Revenue Assistance Pay- 
ments program (SURE) in accor- 
dance with the 2008 Earm Bill. 
McCauley also encouraged pro- 
ducers to visit their ESA county 
office beginning on January 4, 
2010, to participate in the pro- 
gram if they suffered crop pro- 
duction losses during the 2008 
crop year. 



“This program is an important 
component of the farm safety net 
and will provide financial assis- 
tance to producers who have suf- 
fered crop losses due to natural 
disasters,” said McCauley. “Pro- 
ducers will receive payments 
beginning in January, in time to 
help them with planning for next 
year’s crop.” 

SURE provides crop disaster 
assistance payments to eligible 
producers on farms that have in- 
curred crop production or crop 
quality losses. The program takes 
into consideration crop losses on 
all crops grown by a producer 
nationwide. SURE provides as- 
sistance in an amount equal to 60 
percent of the difference between 
the SURE farm guarantee and 




total farm revenue. The farm 
guarantee is based on the amount 
of crop insurance and Non-in- 
sured Crop Disaster Assistance 
Program (NAP) coverage on the 
farm. Total farm revenue takes 
into account the actual value of 
production on the farm as well as 
insurance indemnities and certain 
farm program payments. 

To be eligible for SURE, pro- 
ducers must have suffered at least 
a 10 percent production loss on a 
crop of economic significance. In 
addition, producers must meet the 
risk management purchase re- 
quirement by either obtaining a 



policy or plan of insurance, un- 
der the Eederal Crop Insurance 
Act or NAP coverage, for all eco- 
nomically significant crops. Eor 
2008 crops, producers had the 
opportunity to obtain a waiver of 
the risk management purchase 
requirement through a buy-in pro- 
vision. Producers considered so- 
cially disadvantaged, a beginning 
farmer or rancher, or a limited 
resource farmer may be eligible 
for SURE without a policy or plan 
of insurance or NAP coverage. 

In addition to meeting the risk 
management purchase require- 
ment, a producer must have a 



farming interest physically lo- 
cated in a county that was de- 
clared a primary disaster county 
or contiguous county by the Ag- 
riculture Secretary under a Sec- 
retarial Disaster Designation. 
Regardless of a Secretarial Disas- 
ter Designation, individual pro- 
ducers may also be eligible for 
SURE if the actual production on 
the farm is less than 50 percent 
of the normal production on the 
farm due to a natural disaster. Eor 
SURE, a farm is defined as all 
crops in which a producer had an 
interest nationwide.

Rep. Rogers on Fighting the 
Epidemic of Drug Abuse

Whether I’m home in Ken- 
tucky or working in Washington, 
it is impossible to escape the re- 
alities of drug abuse and 
addiction. Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky knows all too well 
about the horrors of drug abuse 
that has hit our region hard. In 
Washington, I’m constantly being 
updated on the Mexican drug car- 
tels that are infecting our country 
and feeding this epidemic. The 
problem is two-fold: we must stop 
the drugs that are illegally flow- 
ing over our borders and we must 
actively work within our own 
communities to crack down on 
drugs, treat those who are ad- 
dicted and educate our youth 
about the dangers of drugs. 

Since the beginning of last 
year, the Mexican Drug War has 
caused over 7,000 
causalities. These drug cartels 
will stop at nothing to make a 
profit and often use brutal vio- 
lence to maintain their opera- 
tions. Even worse, these drug 
cartels have set up a sprawling 
network of criminals throughout 
the United States. In May, a CNN 
report was released that con- 
firmed there are drug cartel op- 
erations active in Louisville and 
Lexington, along with another 
230 American cities. 

Even worse, it is estimated that 
90% of cocaine entering the 
United States comes from 
Mexico. Mexico is also the main 
transit point for marijuana and 
methamphetamines and an esti- 
mated $23 billion per year in il- 
licit drug sales flows south from 
our nation to the pockets of the 
cartels. And just who is suffering 
as a result of this reprehensible 
activity? It is our children, our 
grandchildren, our brothers, our 
neighbors and our friends who are 
afflicted with an addiction to 
drugs. 

In light of the increasing pres- 
ence of drug cartels, the Admin- 
istration has beefed up immigra- 
tion and customs enforcement at 
the border, but much more needs 
to be done. 

I have repeatedly called upon 
the Administration to gain control 
of our borders. If we allow this 
savage criminality to go un- 
checked, Mexican drug cartels 
will only continue to expand their 
influence here in America. We 
must coordinate all elements of 



our national arsenal- including 
law enforcement, homeland secu- 
rity, diplomatic efforts, and even 
defense and intelligence re- 
sources to break the backs of 
these drug cartels. 

At home, we all too often hear 
the heartbreaking stories about 
families torn apart because of 
drugs. We see the children who 
watch their mother or father be- 
ing arrested for selling meth. The 
nightly news will report the tragic 
death of a young student who was 
killed from a drug overdose. And 
we have read about those who are 
struggling to fight their addictions 
and return to a normal, healthy 
life. Thankfully, Operation 
UNITE is present in our region 
and has been able to tackle the 
problems of addiction by taking 
dealers off our streets, treating 
those who are addicted and edu- 
cating our families and youth. 

Since Operation UNITE was 
founded in 2003, I am proud to 
say that I have secured nearly $49 
million to fight the war against 
drugs right here in 
Kentucky. These dollars are mak- 
ing a difference in our communi- 
ties. More than 3,000 drug deal- 
ers have been put in jail. More 
than $8 million of illegal drugs 
have been taken off our 
streets. Nearly 2,000 individuals 
have been given an opportunity 
to seek treatment for their deadly 
addiction. Thirty new drug courts 
are now helping cure hopeless 
addicts. And UNITE clubs and 
youth programs are in our schools 
to protect and educate our chil- 
dren. 

Together, we must remain 
strong as we continue to battle 
against drugs. I am hopeful that 
we will succeed in this 
fight. Know that I will remain 
vigilant in Washington and con- 
tinue to champion the effort to 
gain control of our borders. It is 
despicable that these criminals are 
exploiting our loved ones so that 
they can make a profit. I will not 
give up until these cartels, which 
prey on people’s addictions and 
use unspeakable violence, are 
stopped. Here at home, I will con- 
tinue to do everything in my 
power to support UNITE and 
keep drugs off our 
street. Protecting our communi- 
ties from the dangers of drugs is 
one of the most important things 
we can do and we must never give 
up.” 



Not too late to enroll for 
spring classes at MSU

Students also will be able to 
view and pay their bill online via 
WebAdvisor. Those who are reg- 
istered for the spring semester 
will receive monthly e-billing 
statements via their assigned 
MSU e-mail account. It is the 
student’s responsibility to check 
their MSU e-mail account on a 
regular basis as e-bills are the 
university’s official means of de- 
livering billing statements. 

Although MSU does not offer 
a deferred payment plan, students 
may take advantage of a different 



option to pay their bill at a later 
date, while at the same time, con- 
firming that they will be attend- 
ing classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The statement must be 
completed by Jan. 4 to prevent a 
student’s class schedule from be- 
ing cancelled. This also applies to 
any student who receives finan- 
cial aid or scholarships, or whose 
college expenses are being paid 
by an outside agency. 

MSU offers online bachelor’s 
degree “completer” programs de- 
signed primarily for graduates of 
the Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS). 

Textbooks for the classes are 
available at the University Book- 
store, located in the Adron Doran 
University Center on the 
Morehead campus. Orders may 
be placed by calling (888) 
STORE-05 or via the Internet at 
www.bookstore.moreheadstate.edu. 
Purchases will be shipped to the 
address specified by the student.

of drugs in our region. It is re- 
freshing to see our communities 
come together to help those who 
are seeking assistance. We can 
draw our strength from one an- 
other to keep drugs off our streets 
and protect our families from the 
perils of addiction.” 

Operation UNITE’s Sub- 



stance Abuse Treatment Voucher 
Program assists individuals and 
families living in Kentucky’s 
Fifth Congressional District that 
suffer from substance abuse 
issues. UNITE will provide a 
one-time limited payment for 
substance abuse treatment at 
residential facilities. As of April 
30, 2009, Operation UNITE’s 
Treatment Voucher Program has 
had 3,634 applications taken 
since inception. Over 1,440 par- 
ticipants have entered a residen- 
tial treatment program and 919 
of those participants have com- 
pleted a residential substance 
abuse treatment program. 
UNITE plans on assisting at 
least 120 voucher recipients to 
enter a residential substance 
abuse treatment program through 
this funding. 

As a senior member of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, Rogers works to secure fund- 
ing for important initiatives in 
the Fifth Congressional District.
